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BOYS  ORIGINATE  PLAN 

TO  RAISE  MONEY  FOR 

NEW  ACADEMY  BUILDING 


Exemplifying  an  undaunted  school  spirit 
and  energy,  the  boys  have  carefully  designed 
a  plan  for  raising  money  to  build  a  new 
school  building  to  be  started  a  year  from  this 
spring.  This  great  undertaking,  which  has 
the  sanction  and  whole-hearted  approval  of 
the  headmaster,  trustees,  and  faculty,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  entire  school  in  a  special  meet- 
ing on  January  24  by  Mr.  Eames;  Mr.  Cobb, 
and  the  six  boys  who  founded  the  original 
plan.  The  proposed  building  will  include 
facilities  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  condition 
of  the  present  living  room,  dining  room,  and 
kitchens. 

Ever  since  the  first  week  in  December  Mr. 
Cobb,  as  faculty  adviser,  Harrison  Bickford, 
William  Williamson,  Paul  Rutherford,  Rich- 
ard Segler,  Randolph  Tucker,  and  George 
Tryon  have  met  evenings,  even  without  Mr. 
Eames'  knowledge,  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  undertaking  such  a  plan.  The  proposal 
was  thus  originated  by  the  boys  themselves, 
and  in  this  way  every  angle  of  the  question 
was  seriously  and  thoroughly  thought  out, 
both  among  themselves  and  with  their  par- 
ents during  the  Christmas  vacation. 

Accordingly  on  January  17  the  "Secret 
Six,"  not  yet  sure  whether  action  in  actually 
raising  money  should  begin  this  year  or  not, 
met  and  explained  their  ideas  to  Mr.  Eames. 
Two  days  later  Mr.  Eames  brought  back 
some  new  and  carefully  thought  out  ideas 
which,  when  added  to  the  original  ones,  make 
the  present  plan. 

Following  this  the  committee  thought  it 
best  to  sound  out  the  spirit  of  the  rest  of  the 
student  body  by  enlarging  the  original  group 
to  twenty.  This  was  done,  and  on  Monday 
evening,  January  22,  this  entire  body  voted 
most  enthusiastically  for  carrying  out  the 
plan,  still  a  secret  to  the  rest  of  the  school. 

Two  days  later,  the  evening  of  a  free  day 
was  devoted  entirely  to  explaining  the  ideas 
to  the  rest  of  the  boys.  George  Tryon,  as  act- 
ing chairman  of  the  original  six,  presided  over 
this  meeting  and  introduced  as  first  speaker 
Mr.  Eames  who  clearly  outlined  the  complete 
plan.  Every  one  of  the  six  made  a  short  talk 
on  different  phases  of  the  plan,  and  the  chair- 
man explained  the  purpose  of  seven  student 
committees. 

Already  some  of  these  committees  have  held

MR.  JOHNSON  O'CONNOR 

VISITS  SCHOOL  TO  GIVE 

TESTS  FOR  APTITUDES 


Mr.  Johnson  O'Connor,  a  member  of  the 
faculties  of  both  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Stevens  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, came  to  Governor  Dummer  during  the 
week  of  January  15  to  give  his  aptitude  tests 
to  a  group  of  students.  The  individual  tests, 
which  take  two  hours,  are  designed  to  deter- 
mine as  far  as  possible  a  boy's  native  apti- 
tudes, and  they  are  often  helpful  in  selecting 
the  business  or  profession  for  which  a  boy  is 
naturally  fitted. 

During  Mr.  O'Connor's  visit  manv  of  the 
students  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of  talking 
individually  with  him  about  his  work,  and  at 
the  evening  meeting  on  January  16  he  spoke 
briefly  to  the  entire  school.  His  present  work 
was  started  in  the  plant  of  the  General  Electric 
Company  in  Lynn,  where  a  series  of  tests  was 
given  to  employees  in  various  departments  of 
the  company  in  an  effort  to  determine  certain 
characteristics  of  each  class.  Since  that  time 
hundreds  of  men  and  women  in  a  variety  of 
professions  and  fields  of  business  have  been 
tested  with  a  similar  purpose  in  view. 

An  interesting  feature  of  Mr.  O'Connor's 
work  is  carried  on  in  connection  with  a  sum- 
mer camp  in  New  Jersey,  sponsored  by  Stev- 
ens Institute. 

Mr.  O'Connor  offered  to  give  group  tests  in 
vocabulary  and  music  to  any  boys  wishing  to 
take  them,  and  almost  half  of  the  school  took 
advantage  of  this  offer.  As  a  result  of  Mr. 
O'Connor's  years  of  experimental  and  research 
work  in  the  Human  Engineering  Laboratories, 
he  is  convinced  that  there  is  a  close  connec- 
tion between  a  large  vocabulary  and  success. 
In  his  article  on  this  subject  in  the  February 
Atlantic  Monthly  he  says,  "An  exact  and  ex- 
tensive vocabulary  is  an  important  concomi- 
tant of  success.  So  much  is  known.  Further- 
more, such  a  vocabulary  can  be  acquired.  It 
increases  as  long  as  an  individual  remains  in 
school  or  college,  but  without  conscious  effort 
does  not  change  materially  thereafter."

The  guest  speakers  of  the  evening  were  Dr.

Each  presented  an  unusual  and  entertaining 
speech. 

One  of  the  features  of  each  Christmas  din- 
ner is  the  announcement  of  the  captain  of  the 
following  year's  football  team.

At  the  present  time  a  group  of  portraits  by 
Harry  Sutton,  Jr.,  is  on  view  in  the  Com- 
mons, and  a  collection  of  pencil  drawings  by 
Curtis  Allen  is  in  the  Noyes  Memorial  Lib- 
rary. 

The  medium  used  by  Mr.  Sutton  is  tem- 
pera, which  is  a  mixture  of  dry  pigment  and 
the  white  of  egg,  capable  of  giving  the  pic- 
tures a  clear,  clean  appearance.  Each  of  the 
portraits  in  this  group  was  clone  in  two  hours. 
It  is  interesting  that  the  oil  portrait  of  Dr. 
Ingham,  which  hangs  permanently  in  the 
Library,  was  clone  by  Mr.  Sutton  several 
years  ago.

PRESIDENT  OGILBY  SPEAKS 

AT  EVENING  MEETING 


President  Remsen  B.  Ogilby  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege visited  the  school  on  January  29,  and 
gave  a  short  informal  talk  at  the  regular  even- 
ing meeting.  His  entertaining  discourse  on 
his  hobby  of  collecting  definitions  of  the  word 
"education"  was  enthusiastically  received. 

In  making  his  collection,  President  Ogilby 
said,  he  has  accumulated  a  number  of  dupli- 
cates and  discards.  One  definition  which  he 
had  been  forced  to  discard  because  of  the  ob- 


jections raised  to  it  by  academic  circles  was, 
"Education  is  the  process  of  casting  artificial 
pearls  before  real  swine." 

The  definition  which  President  Ogilby 
seemed  to  prefer  was,  "Education  is  the  pro- 
cess of  lengthening  the  radius  of  the  mobility 
of  the  human  mind."  Schools  and  colleges  can- 
not be  expected  to  educate  a  person;  the  best 
they  can  do  is  to  offer  the  environment  and  the 
opportunities  from  which  the  person  may  edu- 
cate himself. 


ATLANTIC  MONTHLY  EDITOR 

LECTURES  ON  EXPERIENCES 


Mr.  Edward  Weeks  of  the  Atlantic  Month- 
ly Press  gave  a  lecture  on  "Experiences  in  an 
Author's  Workshop"  in  the  Commons  on  Sat- 
urday evening,  January  13.  Mr.  Weeks  spoke 
of  the  requisites  which  an  author  must  have. 
Most  important  of  all,  he  stated,  was  the  fact 
that  one  must  have  a  continual  store  of  ideas, 
for  an  author's  imagination  must  never  run 
out.  Time,  too,  is  one  of  the  essentials  of 
writing.  Mr.  Weeks  mentioned  how  authors 
have  created  their  workshops  free  from  the 
cares  of  the  outside  world,  and  there  they  have 
spent  the  better  hours  of  the  day. 

On  Saturday  night,  January  27,  the  school 
was  visited  by  the  widely-read  sports  writer, 
Mr.  John  Tunis.  The  talk  was  an  informal  dis- 
course of  the  great  figures  of  the  sport  world, 
including  Dempsey,  Tilden,  and  Jones.  Mr. 
Tunis  spoke  at  length  of  the  amateur  spirit 
which  prevails  among  both  professionals  and 
amateurs. 
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REVEREND  ARTHUR  PEABODY 

TALKS  AT  CHRISTMAS  VESPER 


MORE  BRIEFLY 


The  Vesper  speaker  of  December  17  was 
the  Reverend  Arthur  Peabody  of  Newbury- 
port.  Christmas  suggests  to  us,  he  said,  that 
Christ  was  not  an  individualist.  The  great 
American  age  of  individualism  died  with  the 
Western  Frontier  in  1890.  It  is  an  economic 
necessity  for  people  and  nations  not  to  be  in- 
dividualistic now. 

Speaking  on  January  14  was  Mr.  Vernon 
Monroe,  secretary  to  President  Conant  of 
Harvard.  He  pointed  out  that  during  the 
years  from  fifteen  to  twenty,  one's  opportun- 
ity for  intellectual  development  is  finest.  One's 
powers  decay  if  they  are  not  used;  inspirations 
and  the  dramatic  pursuit  of  ideas  should  not 
be  permitted  to  die.  Few  practical  facts  are 
gained  in  school  or  college,  but  the  training 
in  discipline,  the  development  of  constructive 
imagination  and  of  broad  vision,  and  the  free 
pursuit  of  intellectual  ideas  will  qualify  one 
for  future  life. 

Mr.  Buell  Compares  Ancient  and  Modern 
Civilization 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Buell  of  Milton  Academy 
spoke  on  January  21,  choosing  as  his  topic, 
"Which  is  more  civilized:  the  ancient  Greek, 
or  modern  man?"  He  defined  a  civilized  man 
as  one  who  could  see  the  other  fellow's  point 
of  view  and  act  upon  it  wisely.  In  all  argu- 
ments where  there  are  able  men  on  both  sides, 
either  a  compromise  must  be  reached  or  strife 
will  follow.  In  a  compromise  each  side  must 
be  willing  to  give  up  something  and  to  co- 
operate for  the  common  good. 

On  January  28  the  Reverend  Palfrey  Per- 
kins of  Kings  Chapel,  Boston,  spoke  on  "One's 
decent  self".  "Decent"  in  the  English  sense 
means  "best"  or  "finest".  One  cannot  escape 
one's  decent  self.  Codes  and  standards  set  up 
years  ago,  particularly  those  concerning  moral 
questions,  may  be  disregarded  if  one  will  "be 
loyal  to  the  royal  in  one's  self." 

Mr.  Henry  R.  McCartney  of  the  Byfield 
Congregational  Church  was  the  speaker  on 
February  fourth,  speaking  on  "Convictions 
and  Certainties."  Convictions  are  important, 
whether  they  are  founded  on  fact  or  not,  if 
they  bring  good  results  in  one's  life.  A  con- 
viction that  undergoes  the  test  of  analysis  be- 
comes a  relative  certainty,  Mr.  McCartney 
said,  but  many  convictions,  when  subject  to 
examination,  prove  to  be  false  or  illusive.  The 
most  helpful  conviction  we  can  possibly  hold 
is  that  of  the  value  of  unemotionally  seeking 
for  truths  and  high  probabilities. 


The  new  lights  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium, 
which  have  six  times  the  intensity  of  the  old 
ones,  are  welcomed  by  the  school  and  partic- 
ularly by  the  basketball  team.

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SCHOOL  SPIRIT 


"School  spirit"  seems  to  be  rather  a  trite 
object  for  an  editorial;  but  we  are  dealing 
with  an  expression  of  that  spirit  at  Governor 
Dummer,  rather  than  with  that  intangible  en- 
thusiasm and  regard  for  one's  school  which  is 
usually  termed  •'school  spirit". 

For  the  last  three  years  the  spirit  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer  has  shown  itself  in  very  real 
benefits  to  the  Academy.  The  draining  of  the 
athletic  field  in  the  spring  of  1932,  the  build- 
ing of  a  dam  to  make  a  new  and  larger  hock- 
ey rink  available  in  the  fall  of  1932,  and  the 
building  of  a  board  track  in  the  fall  of  1933 
are  symbols  of  the  spirit  of  the  student  body. 
However,  the  project  inaugurated  by  the  boys 
in  1934  is  so  ambitious  that  it  can  actually 
express  the  spirit  of  every  boy  in  school. 

The  boys  have  realized  the  needs  of  the 
Academy,  and  have  decided  upon  a  project 
to  provide  the  school  with  a  new  building. 
The  building,  important  as  it  is,  is  over- 
shadowed by  the  ambition  and  spirit  of  the 
entire  school.

It  seems  fitting  that  the  students  of  the  old 
est  boys'  boarding  school  in  America  should 
possess  the  spirit  to  support  the  Academy  in 
some  material  manner.  This  plan  is  not  the 
outburst  of  one  year's  enthusiasm,  but  rather 
a  definite  expression  of  what  each  and  every 
boy  feels  for  the  school.  We  can  not  help  but 
realize  that  such  devotion  is  headed  for  re- 
markable success.

WRITES  OF  EXPERIENCES 

AS  STUDENT  AT  OXFORD 


(The  following  article  was  written  by  Mr.  Charles 
D.  Brodhead,  teacher  of  history  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer last  year,  who  is  now  studying  at  Oxford.) 

"And  how  many  bawths  can  you  hawve 
each  week  in  your  lodgings?"  "Why",  said  I, 
"As  many  as  I  like.  Can't  you?"  My  com- 
panion was  pulling  off  a  mud-caked  stocking 
after  a  rugby  football  match.  He  was  clothed 
in  shorts,  jersey,  and 
cleated  shoes,  but 
had  no  helmet  or 
other  protection,  de- 
spite the  fact  that 
the  game  had  con- 
tained as  hard  tack- 
ling as  one  in  Amer- 
ica. I  was  thinking 
of  the  atmosphere  of 
the  game,  and  so  did 
not  pursue  the  sub- 
ject of  "bawths" 
further.  There  had 
been  no  coaching 
but  that  of  the  cap- 
tains, and  the  com- 
parative simplicity 
of  the  game's  tech- 
nique had  eliminat 
ed  the  necessity  foi 
long  drill  on  detail.-. 
We  played  matches 
about  three  times  a 
week  with  only  oc- 
casional practice 
days.  It  seemed 
more  like  a  game 
for  fun  than  one  of 
the  nervous  ordeals 
for  which  our 
schools  and  colleges 
prepare  methodical- 


ers,  had  enjoyed  a  fine  afternoon's  sport,  nev- 
ertheless, and  as  I  rinsed  the  clay  from  my 
elbows,  ears,  and  knees  with  cold  water  from 
a  bucket,  I  resumed  the  subject  of  "bawths". 
"No,"  said  my  friend,  "We  cawn't  hawve  but 
two  per  week;  that  is,  hot  ones,  you  know, 
but  as  many  cold  tubs  as  we  like.  You  must 
hawve  a  topping  landlady." 

When  the  two  of  us  left  the  open  dressing 
shed  and  were  cycling  home  in  the  chilly  twi- 
light, I  explained  that  my  good  fortune  came 
from  living  in  an  apartment,  not  in  a  licensed 
lodging  house.     Englishmen  do  not  choose  to 

break  their  tradition 
of  being  cold,  de- 
spite the  fact  that 
American  students 
loll  twice  a  day  in 
marble-walled  show- 
ers and  merely  step 
from  bed  to  a  steam 
radiator  of  a  zero 
morning. 

Such    minor    de- 
tails of  life    deserve 
no    more    attention, 
especially  when  ev- 
is 


ly  through  a  long  week  of  signals,  dummy  hit- 
ting, and  charging.  No  spirit  had  been  lack- 
ing among  the  players,  however,  and  they  bat- 
tled with  vigor  for  a  higher  place  in  the  inter- 
college  league.  One  thing  I  had  missed:  that 
was  the  color  and  excitement  and  suspense 
created  by  the  crowds,  bands,  cheers  in  unison, 
and  a  certain  spectacularity  of  play  which 
this  game  lacks.  There  might  by  four  or  five 
thousand  people  present  and  much  shouting, 
but  no  be-spangled  bands  and  cheerleaders; 
only  individual  cries  of  "Well  done,  Magdal- 
en", or  "Carry  on,  St.  Peters".    We,  the  play- 


erything  else 
steeped  in  the  at- 
mosphere of  this 
ancient  town,  where 
wisdom  and  learn- 
ing have  been  pur- 
sued through  cen- 
turies of  prosperity 
that  have  raised 
noble  buildings, 

through  years  of 
strife  that  have 
scarred  them,  over 
all  of  which  the 
same  surrounding 
country-side  of 

green   fields    dotted 
with       oaks        and 
THE  TOWERS  OE  OXFORD  hedge-row  elms  and 

thatch-roofed  villages  has  presided.    Here  and 


there  one  passes  the  gate-way  to  the  park  of 
a  stately  manor  house  or  even  the  crumbling 
ruin  of  an  abbey  dissolved  by  Henry  VIII. 
A  month  ago  while  out  for  a  ride  three  irmes 
from  town  we  cycled  past  Cumnor  Place  and 
the  "Jolly  Black  Bear  Inn"  famed  in  Scott's 
"Kennilworth";  while  the  other  day  the 
Thames  froze  over  and  I  skated  up  to  God- 
stow  lock,  where  stand  the  roofless,  ivy  cov- 
ered walls  of  a  nunnery  in  which  Fair  Rosa- 
mond, the  sweetheart  of  Henry  II,  took  re- 
fuge from  the  wrath  of  Queen  Eleanore. 
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Dinner  in  the  great  halls  of  the  colleges  in 
the  evening  is  impressive  beyond  anything 
which  attempts  to  imitate  it  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Atlantic.  You  may  be  on  an  oak 
bench  where,  in  the  fourteenth  century,  John 
Wycliffe  sat  and,  as  he  ate,  pondered  the 
corruption  of  the  Church.  Or  the  spot  you 
occupy  may  have  been  William  Penn's,  or  Ad- 
dison's or  Dr.  Johnson's,  or  his  college  mate, 
John  Whitefield's,  whose  cross-eyed  portrait 
in  the  Mansion  House  you  know  so  well.  Shel- 
ley or  Ruskin  may  have  had  that  place  in 
more  recent  times.  At  the  head  of  the  hall 
sit  the  Masters  and  Dons,  with  black-gowned 
students  at  the  long  tables  below.  But  soc- 
iability, not  solemnity,  reigns.  A  curious  pen- 
alty called  a  "sconce"  exists  for  talking 
"shop".  The  guilty  man  is  presented  with  a 
huge  mug  of  beer  which  he  must  either  drain 
or  pay  for.  He  may  appeal  to  the  head  of 
the  table  in  Latin,  but  a  mistake  in  his  note 
condemns  him  finally. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  that  the  colleges  en- 
courage indiscriminate  "boozing".  Indeed,  no 
student  under  the  rank  of  M.  A.  is  allowed  to 
enter  any  of  the  innumerable  barrooms, 
called  "pubs",  which  display  their  picturesque 
signs  about  town.  There  are  two  officers 
whose  duty  it  is  to  tour  the  streets  and  pick 
up  any  young  men  so  offending,  or  who  ap- 
pear after  dusk  without  their  gowns,  or  who 
smoke  in  academic  dress.  Each  of  these  uni- 
versity proctors,  dignified  individuals  in  cap 
and  gown,  has  three  assistants  called  "bull 
dogs"  whose  task  is  to  apprehend  the  culprit 
in  case  he  should  be  aware  of  their  approach 
and  choose  the  precarious  advantage  of  flight 
to  meek  submission. 

The  spread  of  the  curriculum  over  all  life 
and  history  one  would  find  at  any  good  uni- 
versity, but  there  are  definite  contributions 
which  the  atmosphere  acquired  during  cen- 
turies bestows  upon  this  institution.  Imagine 
how  a  student  of  English  history  can  get  in- 
to the  spirit  of  his  subject  when  he  receives 
instruction  on  the  Danish  invasions  a  few 
feet  from  the  sight  of  a  massacre,  in  a  town 
where  Canute  and  practically  every  sovereign 
after  him  for  seven  hundred  years  held  ses- 
sions of  the  Great  Council,  which  has  become 
the  model  of  parliaments  all  over  the  world. 
Here  in  1169  was  born  the  scheming  King 
John  whom  Magna  Carta  and  "Ivanhoe" 
have  rendered  immortal.  On  a  trip  to  play 
Ottershaw  College  the  other  day,  our  team 
drove  past  Windsor  Castle  and  then  followed 
King  John's  track  along  the  Thames  to  Run- 
nymede,  where  the  barons  made  him  put  his 
seal  to  the  document  that  inaugurated     the 


end  of  autocracy  in  this  country.  There  also 
is  the  magnificent  Blenheim  Palace,  which 
was  built  for  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  in 
commemoration  of  his  "Famous  Victory"  and 
is  certainly  a  more  pleasing  relic  than  the 
skull  mentioned  in  the  children's  poem.  A 
quarter-mile  from  where  I  am  writing  there 
is  a  monument  on  the  street  corner  where 
Archbishop  Cranmer  was  burned  at  the  stake 
by  the  orders  of  Bloody  Mary.  Each  Gover- 
nor Dummer  boy  who  attends  the  churches 
of  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Morse  or  Perry  hears 
the  Archbishop's  words,  for  he  was  the  author 
of  the  "Book  of  Common  Prayer"  still  in  use. 

If  one  chances  to  be  invited  to  dinner  in  a 
college  hall,  he  may  hear  boasts  of  the  beauti- 
ful silver  presented  by  some  ancient  benefact- 
or; in  another  hall  the  cause  of  pride  may  be 
the  absence  of  silver,  for  during  the  Civil  War 
with  Cromwell  and  the  Puritans  it  was  melted 
down  to  bullion  for  "Charles  the  Martyr". 

It  is  often  difficult  for  a  school  boy  to  vis- 
ualize or  to  understand  the  so-called  beauties 
of  literature,  of  poetry  in  particular.  Why? 
Because  all  that  is  written  is  usually  entirely 
out  of  his  experience.  What  is  Milton,  for 
instance,  but  an  old  bore  assigned  by  teachers 
to  plague  pupils?  He  means  something  differ- 
ent when  one  can  walk  out  two  miles  from 
town,  several  times  a  week, 

"Oft  listening  how  the  hounds  and  horn 

Cheerily  arouse  the  slumbring  morn, 

From  the  side  of  some  hoar  hill, 

Through  the  high  wood  echoing  shrill. 

Some  time  walking  not  unseen 

By  hedge-row  elms,  or  hillocks  green.  .  .  .  ' 

When  every  item  is  at  first  hand,  it  is  a  dull 
person  who  does  not  enjoy  the  poet's  keen 
sense  of  what  he  sees. 

Somehow  a  Princeton  or  New  Haven  Gothic 
edifice  cannot  duplicate  the  feeling  of  rever- 
ence induced  by  a  noble  structure  hallowed 
by  ages.  And  yet  one  is  not  always  satisfied 
with  the  richness  and  color  and  culture  of  the 
environment  instilled  by  an  ancient  civiliza- 
tion. Americans  miss  a  vital  freshness  from 
the  spacious  wild  forests  of  the  Appalachians, 
which  is  entirely  lacking  from  the  trim  park- 
lands  of  England.  Again,  one  occasionally 
longs  for  a  good  football  game  with  its  sheer 
glory  in  the  mob  howling  their  hero  on  to  a 
touchdown.  To  be  homely,  common,  perhaps 
to  create  an  anti-climax,  I  should  sometimes 
like  to  stand  against  the  counter  in  the  phar- 
macy in  Shawsheen  and  consume  a  good 
chocolate-marshmallow  sundae.

GOVERNORS  DISPLAY  TOP 

FORM  TO  HOLD  LEAD  IN 

HARD-FOUGHT  CONTEST 


The  Governor  Dummer  quintet  overcame 
the  Phillips  Exeter  basketball  team,  42-33,  in 
an  exceedingly  fast  game  played  in  the  Lang

Preceding  the  hockey  game  with  Lawrence 
Academy,  Paul  Rutherford  was  elected  cap- 
tain of  the  1934  team.  Rutherford  is  a  vet- 
eran and  a  letterman,  and  his  work  at  defense 
with  Frederic  Mclntire  last  season  was  a  valu- 
able contribution  to  the  team.

After  four  defeats  the  Academy  hockey 
team  made  a  determined  effort  and  tied  the 
Phillips  Exeter  second  team,  1-1,  on  January 
31  at  Exeter. 

The  first  period  opened  with  Gar  Rae  in 
the  limelight  as  he  scored  on  a  hard,  fast  shot 
which  was  deflected  enough  to  get  by  the 
Exeter  goalie,  thus  giving  the  Governors  a 
one-point  lead.  It  was  also  in  the  first  min- 
utes of  play  that  the  Exeter  right  wing  slipped 
the  puck  past  Basil  Ridgeway,  who  was  on 
duty  in  the  Governors'  cage.

GOVERNOR  SEXTET  SKATES 

TO  VICTORY  OVER  RIVERS 


After  waiting  for  five  games  to  enjoy  the 
taste  of  victory,  the  Governor  Dummer  sextet 
skated  to  victory  in  a  game  with  the  Rivers 
School,  played  in  Brookline  on  Friday,  Feb- 
ruary 2.  All  of  the  scoring  occurred  in  the 
final  period,  the  Governors  emerging  with  a 
3  to  1  advantage. 

Shortly  after  the  third  period  had  opened 
the  second  line  carried  the  puck  into  Rivers' 
territory  and  Bill  Murphy  scored  on  an  ac- 
curate pass  from  Roland  Toppan.  The  first 
line  then  returned  to  the  game,  and  Bill 
Hutchinson  accounted  for  the  remaining  two 
goals  in  rapid  succession.  Hutchinson  was 
the  outstanding  member  of  the  line,  and  once 
carried  the  puck  the  entire  length  of  the  rink 
on  a  solo  dash  by  virtue  of  sheer  speed  and 
was  prevented  from  scoring  only  by  the  bril- 
liant work  of  the  Rivers  goalie. 

Basil  Ridgeway,  in  the  Governors'  cage, 
was  the  star  of  the  game  and  turned  in  an  al- 
most perfect  performance  in  spite  of  the 
large  number  of  shots  taken  at  him.  The  lone 
Rivers  score  was  made  on  a  long,  bouncing 
shot  which  hopped  over  Ridgeway's  glove  as 
he  crouched  to  stop  it.  His  improvement  dur- 
ing the  first  six  games  of  the  season  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  Governors'  increase  in  de- 
fensive strength.

IN  "DUMMER  NEWS"  OF  1897 


The  following  item,  reprinted  from  The 
Dummer  News  of  October.  1897,  suggests 
that  the  Academy  had  considerable  difficulty 
in  scheduling  games: 

"A  football  game  was  arranged  with  Bev- 
erly High  School  for  the  second  of  October. 
The  bills  were  posted  announcing  the  game, 
and  at  the  last  minute  it  was  found  that  the 
Beverlys  could  not  play  as  they  had  no  team. 
A  game  was  arranged  for  the  ninth,  with 
Walker  Academy  of  Salem,  but  they  could 
not  play  as  they  had  no  team  either."
